It  shows  (hat  Americans  stand  v|erj|,nfell  in 
this  respect,  the  United  States  bfcipg  fourth 
among  the  great  nations  in  the  consumption 
of  wine  per  capita,  third  in  -that  of  beet,  and 
fifth  in  that  of  spirits.  Contrary  to  popular 
belief,  the  British  are  surpassed  in  spirit 
drinking  by  the  Danes,  the  Frencjb,  aifd  the 
Germans,  whose  consumption  ranks  fn  the 
order  indicated.  The  British,  however,  exl 
cced  all  other  natious,  including  the  Germans, 
in  the  per  capita  consum;>tiDn  of  beer,  alf 
though  certain  districts  in  Ojernijany  exceed 
the  average  for  Great  Britain*  The  United 
States  consumed  .3  gallons  of  jwiue,  f2.$  gal- 
Ions  of  beer,  and  .86  gallons  ofj  spirits  pef 
capita  per  annum.

E.  H.  Green{  Less  than  a year  ago,  it 
was  my  pleasure  to*  lie  at  the  residence  of  Mr. 
Green  at  the  marrjage  festivities  of  one  of  his 
daughtnr^.  On  that  happy  occasion  I was 
favored. wiih  the  additional  enjoyment  of  see- 
ing the  bouse  that  was  the  early  home  of  Dr.

Sime  of  bis  disciples 
went  to  hin  and  told  him  the  many  wonderful 
things  whi  eh  Jesus  was  doing.  Among  these 
mu  d have  been  the  healing  of  the  centurion’s 
strvftnt  ami  the  raising  from  the  dead  of  the 
widow’s  sen. 

Verse  19  "Art  thou  he  that  should  cotae?” 
It  is  not  easy  for  us  to  determine  the  exact 
state  of  Jo  in’s  mind  when  he  called  to  him- 
self two  of  his  disciples  and  sent  by  them  to 
know  if  Jems  was  really  the  Christ.  All  t’ae 
circumstances  including  the  form  of  the 
q nest  ion,  tjie  answer  of  Jesus,  et^.,  show,  that 
the  questidn  was  to  satisfy  his  own  mind  and 
not  that  of  pis  disciples  only,  as  some  claim. 

Had  a clbud  really  come  over  the  mind  of 
hip  who  had  given  much  clear  testimony  to 
the  ‘ j Comjng  One?”  It  seems  so.  He  is 
evidently  pjerplexed  about  the  course  of  Jesus.

oriusar  ity.  Even  the  blind  had  their  sight 
gratiou  sly  given  back  to  them. 

Versus  22,  23.  “Go  yoiir  way  and  tell  John 
what  things  ye  have  se<L  and  heard.”  By 
his  lan surer  Jesus  meant  (or  John  to  know  that 
his  miss  ion  was  one  of  gentleness,  love  and 
mency,  md  not  one  of  judgment  and  destruc- 
tion, as  Jdhn  seemed  to  think.  “John  wanted 
the  lightning  ; Christ  told  him  that  the  silent 
sunshin  : exerts  energy,  to  which  the  fiercest 
flash  is  weak."— McLaren.  To  all  that 

John’s  messengers  saw  and  heard  Jesus  added 
this, — “To  the  poor  the  gospel  is  preached.” 
These  words  would  recall  to  John’s  mind  the 
words  of  Isaiah  61:1,  iij  which  Messiah’s 
mission  was  referred  to  Jesus  added  a word 
of  warniug  about  being  offended  in  him,  or 
finding  an  occasion  of  fttumbling  in  him, 
which  was  in  the  nature  of  a mild  rebuke  to 
John.  ] t d e$  seem,  from  our  viewpoint,  that 
the  Ma  term  ght  have  visited  or  s.mt  some 
encoprag  ing  message  to  his  brave  herald  in 
Herod’s  dungeon,  but  he  knew  what  that 
brave,  tr  le  soul  most  needed  and  what  was 
best  for  :he  interests  of  tihe  kingdom  which 
they  both  loved. 

Verses  24-28.  No  s->oner  had  the  messen- 
gers deputed  lhan  Jesus  turned  to  the  multi- 
tude assjmblsd  about  him  and  pronounced 
an  encomium  on  John,  pfobably  unequaled, 
in  a)l  hjis  ipinistry,  unless  by  the  simple 
Avoids  spoken  concerning  Mary  of  Bethany, 
Avhep  be|  siid,  “She  hath  done  what  she

PRACTICAL  POINTS. 

f ■p'be  °*  men  may  have  moments  of 
depression  and  gloom,  in  which  tibey  give 
way  to  doubts.  Environment  or  physical 
conditions  may  have  more  to  do  with  such  a 
sta|te  of  mind  than  .spiritual  conditions.  Of 
course,  a Christian  never  doubts  Cirist  and 
hiiword,  but  any  one,  of  an  introspective  turn 
of  mind,  may  sometimes  under  certain  condi- 
tions, with  an  imperfect  conception  of  the 
plEn  of  salvation,  come-to  doubt  the  personal  , 
application  of  Christ’s  words.  In  such  cases 
let.us  do  as  John  did,  and  lay  our  doubts 
before  Jesus. 

T Momentary  depression  or  despondency 
map  merit  ft  rebuke  from  the  Mastdr,  but  if 
ouij  hearts  are  true  and  our  love  unfailing  he 
kmfws  it,  and  may  be  able  to  say  “Well 
done,”  and  thus  signify  his  good  pleasure. 
Thftnks  be  unto  him,  thftt  he  does  not  forsake  . 
us,  though  we  may  sometimes  deservk  it.  mM 


The  commjonly  accepted  Jewish  notions  of 
the  Messiah,  necessarily  had  some  influence 
on  his  mini.  He  received  much  illumina- 
tion not  gi^en  to  his  fellows,  but  it  was  only 
along  the  line  of  his  particular  mission,  and 
did  hot  clear  up  all  thetrroneous  notions  prev- 
alent about|the  Messiah.  Jesus’  course  was  so 
different  from  his  own.  (John  had  pictured 
him  as  a gl  irious  king,  but  his  gentle,  long- 
suffering  ccufse,  his  consorting  with  publi- 
cans and  sinners,  and  the  absence  of  the  signs 
of  judgment -which  John  himself  had  pre- 
dicted, all  filled  his  mind  with  strange 
thoughts,  and  thd  depressing  effects  of  his 
prison  life,  in  a nature  like  his,  combines  to 
make  him  v onder  whether  this  was  the  Mes- 
siah or  another  forererunner  like  himself. 
The  miracles  alone  could  have  been  perform- 
ed by  # gre:  t prophet,  so  they  were  not  con- 
clusive in  t lemselveft.  When  we  remember 
Elijah’s  oon duct  under  the  juniper  tree,  we 
need  not  bejsurprised  at  the  wavering  of  him 
wh<j  had  eAme  in  the  power  aud  spirit  of 
Elijah.  T*re  was  reason  enongh,  notwith- 
standing th^  revelations  John  had  received, 
to  make  hiiL question  whether  he  had  not  him- 
self tnaide  a!mistake.  He  was  either  full  of 
doubt  or  impatience  about  the  mission  of  Jesus. 

Verses  20!  21.  As  the  men  came  to  Jesus 
Aipy  repeated  the  qqesrion  which  their  Master 
had  sent  thein  to  ask. , Before  their  question 
was  answered,  they  had  an  opportunity  to 


could.”  Comment  cannot  add  to  the  clear- 
ness or  f<j>rce  of  that  matchless  eulogium.  If 
the  ittesshge  of  John  bad  made  an  unfavor- 
ably [impression,  either  on  the  disciples  of 
Jesus!  or  (the  multitude,  the  words  of  Jesus 
mu^t  havL  dispelled  every  such  suggestion. 
Versej  28  may  reqgfire  special  notice.  How 
could  Johh  be  so  great,  and  yet,  the  least  in 
the  kingdom  of  heaven  be  greater  than  he? 
The  idea  is  that,  while  John  is  the  culmina- 
tion of  the  prophetic  ordftr,  and,  therefore, 
the  greatest  of  the  prophets,  those  who  are 
fully  jn  thle  kingdom  of  heaven  have  greater 
privileges  and  fuller  conception  of  that  kind- 
doin  tjian  John,  This  dots  not  mean  that 
John  was  not  a member  of  that  kingdom,  but 
that  he  wajs  not  in  .the  full  light  of  its  glorious 
manifestation  in  time.  Even  the  inferior  ■ 
members  of  this  kingdom,  uQder  this  glorious 
manifestation,  wbuld  have  greater  privileges 
and  enjoy  a fuller  knowledge  of  it,  thau  tHis 
the  greatest  of  the  prophetic  order.  Mr. 
Bryan  once  said,  he  wanted  the  day  to  come 
when  it  would  be  a greater  blessing  to  be  a 
common  citizen  of  the  .United  States  than  a 
king  iq  any  other  country.  This  illustrates 
how  an  inferior  member  of  a higher  class  can 
be  greater  than  the  greatest  member  of  a 
lower  class.  Although  John  was  uot  fully  in 
the  earthly  manifestation  of  Christ’s  king- 
dom, we  must  not  put  him  entirely  in  the  old 
dispensation.  Dr.  Broadus  represents  him  as 
if  he  were  on  the  landing  of  a stairway  be-

Last  year  thtrie  were 
i,26h  Indian  childred  eifrolled  in  such  insti- 
tutions and  the  ComnjisEoner  of  Indian 
Affajis  commends  their  jvork  in  the  highest 
terms.  Formerly  large  sums  of  money  were 
paid  to  the  religious  denominatious  for  the 
education  of  Indians.  Ii^  1892  the  maximum 
of  was  reachedj,  of  which  $394,756 

was  [paid  to  the  Cathofics,  $44,310  to  the 
Presbyterians,  and  the  balance  was  divid.d 
amoAg  the  different4  denominations.  In  1895 
the  Presbyterians,  Conjgregatioualists  and 
somej  other  protestant  dejiotiiinations  refused 
government  aid,  and  since  then,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Catholics,  little  government 
mon^y  has  been  paid  to  Ectftrian  instil  tit  ions. 
The  protestants  have  endeAvoitd  to  secure 
the  abolition  of  Jhe  entire  contract  system  for 
several  years,  and  if  the  Action  of  the  Senate 
is  suLained  by  the  Ilousjs,  they  have  at  last 
succeeded.  l,  j
